OFFICIALS ACT OR 
ORDERS FROM 
U.S.GOVERNMEN 


WASHINGTON, June 23.—An- 


other of the major accomplishments 
of the Washington arms conference 
has been consummated with the 
acceptance by the allied powers of 
the new rules of international law 
governing the use of radio and air- 
craft in time of war. 


The revised rules, drafted at the 


Hague by a committee of jurists 
authorized by the Washington con- 
ference, constitute a comprehensive 
and humane control over the new- 
est agencies of warfare, it was 
learned here today. The rains are 
now being drafted into the form 
of a treaty to give them perman- 
ency. 


Of foremost importance is the 


absolute ban on the dread air raids, 
such as terrorized the populaces of 
London and Paris during the world 
war."Aerial bombardment for the 
purpose of terrorizing the civilian 
population, of destroying or dam- 
against private property not of a 
military character, or of injuring 
non combatants is prohibited," de- 
clares article 22. "Aerial bombard- 
ment for the purpose of enforcing 
compliance with requisitions 
in 


kind of payment of contributions 
in money is prohibited." 
Aerial bombardment is permissi- 


ble uader the new rules only when 
directed "exclusively^ at a military 
objective. Such objectives are de- 
flned as "military forces, military 
works, military establishments or 
denots, factories, -constituting im- 
portant and well known centers, en- 
gaged in the manufacture of arms, 
ammunition or distinctly military 
supplies, lines of communication or 
telephone used for military pur- 
poses " 
Specifically exempted are "cities, 


towns, villages, dwellings or build- 
ings," with the ultimatum that in 
cases where it is impossible to bom- 
bard milittary objectives without 
the indiscriminate bombardment of 
the civilian population, "the air- 
craft must abstain from bombard- 
ment." 
Belligerent aircraft likewise are 


cautioned to take all 
necessary 


steps to "spare as far as possible 
buildings dedicated to public wor- 
ship, art, science or charitable pur- 
poses, historic monuments, hospital 
ships, hospitals and other places 
where the sick and wounded are 
collected, provided such buildings, 
objects or places are not at the 
time used for military purposes."

We feel that Mr. Harding is in rather a weak 
position in that the real friends of America participat- 
ing in world affairs, feel that the World Court is only a 
step and hardly that while those who are opposed" to 
participation feel that the World Court is an entering 
wedge which should not be driven. Mr. Harding 's 
position is for the World Court, but against anythino- 
further, and he is endeavoring to outline the scheme 
for the Court based upon a plan which is not a necessary 
part of the League of Nations, He will thus receive en- 
thusiastic support from either of these two groups. 


The truth is his insistence now that the Court shall 


be entirely divorced from the League of Nations will 
undoubtedly bring back to Mr. Harding the support of 
the so-called irreconcilables because the necessity of 
getting the approval of the other nations to this plan 
practically precludes the plan being put in operation. 
It probably saves a split in the Republican Party and 
it does not amount to a real step in getting anywhere, 
but it has given him something to talk about. 


The time has been when the people were waiting 


for the master mind to present his views to them from 
a public forum before they had formulated their own 
opinions regarding the particular issue. But that time 
has largely passed. The utterances of the President 
and the Senators and all other public officials with the 
best arguments that can be adduced together with fig-

Bacon Omelet—Cut thinly sliced 


bacon in small squares; there 
should be a half cup. Wash, pare, 
slice and cut potatoes in quarter 
inch cubes; there should be a cup. 
Fry bacon until crisp and brown, 
and drain. To bacon fat add pota- 
toes and fry until delicately brown- 
ed; then drain and mix with bacon 
dice. Make a French omelet; fold 
half the bacon and potato with 
omelet, turn on a hot platter and 
Surround with remaining potato 
and bacon.

Bake in 
a moderate oven in covered cas- 
serole for three hours. 


Old-Fashioned Apple Pie—Line 


the pie plate with a good, rich 
crust. 
Slice thinly enough tart, 


tender apples to fill the crust coti- 
fortably but not too full. 
Mix a 


tablespoon of flour with three-» 
quarters of : cup of molasses, add 
a saltspoon of cinnamon, a little 
grating of nutmeg and a teaspoon 
of lemon juice. Pour this mixture 
over the apples, and then put on 
the top crust. Bake In a medium 
oven from thirty to forty minutes. 
Serve this apple pie with blocks of 
sharp dairy cheese. 


SUGGESTIONS 


To Clean Combs—If it can be 


avoided, never wash combs, as the 
water often makes the teeth split 
and the tortoise shell or horn of 
irhich they are made, rough. Small
